None of the documents discloses the same combination of features as disclosed 
in claim 1.

Document D2 is considered as representing the closest prior art. The difference 
between D2 and claim 1 is that, in D2, the polyester resin does not contain 
disodium hydrogenophosphate. Since there are no comparative examples 
according to D2, the objective technical problem is to provide further polyethylene 
terephthalate compositions for stretched blow molded containers.
